relating to requirements for special state aid to first class 
rural schools and making an appropriation therefor, and to 
repeal section 5601I relating to such first class rural schools.

SECTION 1. Section 560n of the statutes is repealed. 
SECTION 2. Sections 560g. 56011, and 5601 are amended to 

read: Section ,560g. Every school district not composed wholly 
or in part of an incorporated village or city, • * * and 

y school district in which all of the school buildings arc located 

outside the corporal( limits of any city or -village, which shall 
have maintained a school or schools for * a a nine months 
the previous year, provided a suitable school building, or build-
ings, and outbuildings, needful apparatus. supplementary 
readers, and installed an adequate system of ventilation, and 
done efficient work, shall, for the purposes of this act, be deemed 
to have maintained a rural school or schools of the first class, 
provided that state graded schools organized and maintained 
under section -1.96(1 of the statutes shall not be considered rural 
schools of the first class. 

Section 56011. Any district maintaining a rural school or 
schools of the second class shall be entitled to a share in all 
state and county school moneys. Any district maintaining a 
rural school or schools of the first class shall be entitled, in addi-
tion to the moneys specified for rural schools of th. second class, 
to special state aid to the amount of fifty dollars * * * 
annually, provided the district hos fully complied with the pro-
visions of sections 560g, 560i, 560j, 560k, and 5601. 

Section 560L. To each district which shall comply with all 
the provisions of sections a a a 560g, 560h, 5601, 560j, and 

560k, and whose application for aid shall have been approved 
by him. the state superintendent shall apportion the sum of fifty 
dollars for each rural school of the first class maintained by said 
district which shall be paid in the same manner as other forms 
of special state aid are now paid. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect on and after July 1, 
1917.
